WRITING OF MOSES FOUND 


Engraved Thanks to 


Queen for Saving 
Bulrushes First Alphabet of Man 


Him From 


{BY CABLE—EXCLUSIVE DISPATCH] 
BERLIN, Oct. 19.—Moses’s grateful comnremoration of his rescue 
from the bulrushes by the Egyptian Queen and simultaneously the al- 
phabet of the oldest written language known to man—ancient Hebrew, 


as it was spoken fifteen centuries before Christ— have been discovered 
by Prof. Grimme, who holds the chair of Semitic philology at the 
University of Munster, according to announcement made by Dr. Grimme 
at a smal] gathering at the home of a friend here Saturday evening. 


As @ result of the discovery the‘

FIRST ALPHABET 
The writing which at first sight 
resembles Egyptian hieroglyphics, 
was found by Dr. Grimme to con- 


sist of alphabetically - formed 
words. He deciphered the aipha- 
bet and discovered that it con- 
tained twenty-two letters, much 
similar to the ancient Hebrew of 
the Old Testament. This alphabet, 
devised from Egyptian image writ- 
ing. was the first used by man.

RIDDLE SOLVED 

The inscription on the tablets re- 
mained a riddie until] 1916. when 
Alan Gerdner, an eminent English 
Egyptologist, managed to estab- 
lish certain Mosaic consonants. Dr. 
Grimme proceeded from this point 
until he had mastered the entire 
alphabet and could read al! lines 
carved on one of the photographed 
slabs. 

“My heart stood still as I read,” 
the professor told his auditors. 

It le estimated that the tablets 
were written in the year 1478 B.C., 
which accords with the dates of 
Moses's life fixed in the Bible. 

Moreover, during the same pe- 
riod, Queen Hiachepaut died and 
her successor, tacse, oppressed 
her followers and destroyed her 
monuments. Possibly for thie rea- 
son Moses caused the stone te be

ARIZONA PERMIT 
CANCELLATION EXPLAINED 
PHOENIX, Oct. 19.—Frank P. 
Trott, Arizona State Water Com- 
missioner, stated today that his 
order cancelling the Diamond 
Creek or Girand hydroelectric per- 
mit on the Colorado River was is- 
sued on the 13th inet., following re- 
ceipt of an answer from the At- 
torney-General's office on ques- 
tions concerning what actually con- 
stituted compliance with the State 
law demanding construction work 
within a year of such a grant. The 
order was made retroactive to De- 
cember 26, 1923, on the ground 
that at that time the end of the 
year of grace, only preliminary 
work had been done on the proj- 
ect. Specifically, it ie said that 
State investigation revealed only 
two @rill holes, sunk to determine 
the character and depth of the 

foundation. 
The last order is stated to have 
been issued at the request of Gov. 
Hunt, to clear the record in time 
for the hearing of the Girand mat- 
ter tomorrow in Washington by 
the Federal Power Commission. It 
appeare that. the Governor sug- 
gested a similar order in 1923. but 
was advised by the Attorney-Gen- 
eral the franchise had terminated 
automatically and that no order 
was needed. In the following 
March, Girand was enjoined in 
the Federal court from further 
prosecution of work, which then 
was being pushed actively, the le- 
ga! action being taken at the re- 
quest of Federal authorities. It 
had been understood here that the 
injunction maintained the life of 
the Girand State permit.

In our interview, which lasted 
off and on for about eight hours, 
the Riffian Sultan discussed the 
general problem of war and peace 
in Morecco.

His colossal disdain for all en- 
gines of destruction remains the 
ee gee impression of the day. 

ether he was walking coolly in 
the front line trenches with grimy 
soldiers kissing the hem of his robe 
or standing on a hilltop watching 
the defiant fire of his men at ene- 
my bombing planes, he was al- 
ways a heroic figure, with a pow- 
erful appeal to the dramatic sense. 


COOL UNDER FIRE 
Sometimes during the afternoon 
cool courage of his worked 
hypnotic effects on his followers— 
as during the final air raid just 
before dark, when he was walking 
toward a sheltering excavation in 
the hillside. Characteristically, 
Abé-el-Krim welked with firm 
measured tread, although two 
— were already upon us and 
mbs were falll just beyond «a 
near-by house. he hiliside was 
covered with figures fiying for shel- 
ter—old men, boys, civilians, work- 
men, French and Spanish prison- 
ers.
